I N this third amilaft part the Excellent Author (continuing 
hisDo&rine of Motion , begun iu the two foregoing parts,) 
treats, among# other things, of the Five Mathematical Powers 
(as they are called,) or noted Engines for the facilitation of 
Motion 5 which ar zVeCtis, Axis in Peritrocbio, Tree Idea,Cochlea, 
Cuveus (the Leaver,Winch,PuH.:y,Screw,and Wedge, 'with 
others reducible to them, Ar.d particularly, of rhe Leaver 
(in its m r <ft ufual acceptation.) with one fupporc (and therein 
of the Pinchers and Sheers,See.') and of a Beam, Cole*f!off See. 
fufUined by two or more lopporters, with thefeveral preffures 
on each of them, according to their different pofitions, where 
alf» are deferibed fix feveral forms of flat Hoofs, for large 
Rooms, framed of fhort Timbers (much fhorter than the 
breadth of the Room,) mutually fupporting one another;

^TpHe Learned and Experienced Author of this Book, Ira* 

J| ving, it feems,really found, that neceffity fuggt fts the 
confiderableft and the molt neceHary,as well as the e a fie ft and 
cheapeft Remedies for Man’s health} and having thereupon 
very fuccefsfully follow’d in his praCtife a method and rules 
futable thereunto, to the frequent relief and cure of his Pati¬ 
ent 1 , and to his own honor} refolved to pubiifh to the world 
the fubftance of his thoughts concerning the Adminiftraticn 
of Phyfick, together with the Sum of his Experience and Pra¬ 
Ctife therein; notwithftanding what the Learned and Indu» 
ftrious Apvelfer or others had already faid upon this Subject} 
he being per'fuaded, that Difeafes may as well , if not better, 
be cured by a few,plain and eafily parable Medicins, than o- 
therwife ; provided they be by an honeftand difereet Phyfi- 
tian ufed with Judgment, according to the nature,temper and 
condition of the Patient. 

In reference hereunto, he declares himfelf in Three Difier- 
tations; In the Fi'ft, he Ihews, How the M;tena Me die a muy 
throughout Nature’s three kingdoms (as they fpeak) be con¬ 
tracted, from that vaft and luxuriant heap, met with in Dif- 
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penfatories and other Phyfick-'books, to a few fimple and yet 
choice and efficacious Medicins 3 adding thereunto, both his 
Method of preparing fuch remedies for aii forts of diteafes^and 
withal) file wing., how to bring them into a fmall room,to con¬ 
tain the fame thus contracted. 

In this part the Reader will find the Authors thoughts, fir ft 
touching fuch Remedies as are pretended to be Vrvverfal 5 
andfecondly, an Enumeration of fome of the choice ft Par< 
ticular Medicaments, of all forts 3 as Purgatives, Vomitives, 
Sudorificks, Aftringent, Refrigeratives, Diureticks, RefoL* 
ving, Difcufling, Corroborating, Deteifive, Anodyne,Nar¬ 
coticks , S’omachicks , Hepaticks , Spleneticks , Uterine , 
Topicks, 8cc. Concerning all which he flicks not to fay,that 
lie hath nothing raflily nor groundiefly afferted of the Medi- 
cinsby him retained ordifearded. 

In the Second he briefly treats of the neceffity of Modera¬ 
ting the Rates of Medicins 3 which yet he doth.in fuch a man¬ 
ner, that on the one hand, Druggifts, Apothecaries, &c. 
may not want encouragement to provide all neceffary matter 
of Phyfick 5 and on the other hand, that the Common people 
may not be alienated from employing honeft and skilful Phy- 
fitians, nor from the ufe of proper medicins: where he par 1 
ticulariy examins the Chymical preparations, fro which he is no 
Enemy,) and delivers his opinion as to what cheat there is 
frequently pradtifed in prifing them, and how men maybe 
directed to know very near the true rate of many of that 
kind. 

In the Third he enumerates the benefits that mayredound 
to Man kind , by the way of Difpenfing Medicins by Phyli- 
tians themfidves, /worn and skilful 3 as he obferveth it to have 
been in the begnning, and even fo late as in the next forego¬ 
ing Age, and to be flill pradtifed in all the JJiatic Countries* 
Which he faith he advifeth, not to countenance any dange- 
rous way of preparing Medicins, but to fecure the making of 
phyfick to well-known difereet and experienced Pradtitio- 
i.erss conceiving, that thereby the poorer fort of people, 
xinoingthe Fee and Price of Phyfick to be in one hand, would 
be much lefs fliy, than now they are y to repair to good 
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Phyfitians, and more deterr’d from confulting mm Em* 
piricks and Mountebanks, making great havock araongft 
them j befides that Phyfick would by that means be much 
improved $ Intruders debarr’d from doing mifchief by the 
indifcreet ufe of Receipts i and many hidden Accidents, 
which admit not of the delay of ftaying for both Phyfitian 
and Apothecary (as Apoplexies, Epilepfies, Hyfteric fits,&cO 
better provided for. 

Here and there the Author takerh occafion to anu 
madvert on thofe pretended high Arcana's , Catholicords , 
Panacea's t Elixir's , Vniverfal Menjlruum s , particularly the 
Alcabefl yet without denying , that there may be 
one and the fame Medicin fo excellent as exceedingly to 
ftrengthen and cleanfe the body, and to give relief iu many 
difeafes. 

Wh«re he difcourfeth of fitting Medicins to the Con* 
ftitution of people , he obferveth , that a certain fort 
of laxative Aloe-pills are properer for Countries and 
people that drink Bier, than thofe that drink Wine. And 
loheuoteth, that Vense-fedtion is more uleful to Tome Na¬ 
tions, than others. 

If the Author had taken care to have delivered his mat* 
ter in a clear ftile, he would certainly have proved much 
more inftrudtive, than, ’tis feared, he now will. This Defi- 
deratum, we hope, will be fatisfied iu the fecond E- 
dition,

T His Italian Author, having reprefented both the Impor¬ 
tance of this argument, and affigned the Cauf s in¬ 
ducing people either to coumerfait or to hide Difeafes (which 
he reduces to Fear, Shamefaftnefs, and Profit 5 ) enumerates 
thefeveral Ways, how this Simulation or Diflimulation may 
be performed. And of thefe he obferveth chiefly three: 
The firfiyVfhcn a Sicknefs is pretended by Words only, and 
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realty is not j ns a Colick, FIead*ache, See, to avoid appear* 
ance in publick or for other reafons. The fecond^ when there 
appear figns and marks of difeafes in the Body, but are caufed 
on purpofe by Counterfaits for various ends; fuch as feem 
to indicate a Fever, Scabbines, Leprofy, an Exulceration of 
the Lungs by fpitting bloud, and Gravidation it felf, either- 
to raife Compaffion, as in Beggars, (as in the 1 aft cafe,) for 
Succdffion, as in great Women, making it up by Suppcfiti* 
tious Births. Th e third, when there is really afickneis, but 
hid and concealed to theutmoft; as the Venereal Difea;e, to 
avoid publick fhatne, or the lofs of an advantagiou; match, 
and efpecially Love Jccktiefs^ cover’d out of modefty. cr for 
other caufes, but often inducing a high degree of Mclan-- 
cho!y,and femetimes Madnefs. 

This being difpatched, he giveth feveral Diredions, fnfi 
in general How counterfaited fickneffes may be found out, 
and the various arts and cheats detected : For the due perfor¬ 
mance of which, he judgeth it not fufficient to have great 
Medical Experience, but be (ides finds it requifite to employ 
more than ordinary fagacity in exploring all circumftances 
and outward accidents, and efpecial'y thofe things, that re- 
late particularly to the genius, temper and ftate of the fup- 
pofed Counterfeit. 

Secondly in particular • where he teacheth, how thofe are 
to be dfleover’d, that counterfeit Pain, and pretend Impoten* 
cv. Sterility, Virginity Ccirca ultimum hoc argument urn mult a 
different cumfa , tumde vanis earn menticndi modis. turn de depre * 
bender dee mentis ce dtfficultatibus , turn de Hymenis exijlentia 5 ) 
Purl er chnfe that fain or conciliate Madnefs, or Infenfible* 
nefs, for times and occafions» as alfo fuch, that raife. by art. 


Tumors, Scabs, Ulcers, Fevers, and Bloud-fpitting. More¬ 
over, howto det cf difguifed Love-ficknefs, together with 
divers Examples of its Difcovery, and the method and fi ght 
employed both in making that difcovery, and in curing the 
malady; for t e latter cf which he commends chiefly the im¬ 
port of that o' the Poet, 
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Intrat amor mentes ufu , dedifcitur ufu j 
And the advice cf Lucretius 5 

Sed fugitare decet fimulacra & pabula amoris J 
Abfterrere fibi atque alio convertere men tern 
Ac jacere Amor cm collegium in Corpora quoque. 

To which he adds the way of difcovering fuppofcd Daemo. 
niacks, and Enthufiafts; yet acknowledging witlutil the dif 
ficulty of difcerning fuch Impoftures} ot which he efteemeth 
many may be afcribed partly to Melancholic, partly to Uterin- 
fns , partly to plain-Cheating, as is that of the Ventri - 
loqui. 

He fubjoins the method of finding out women that hide 
their Conception j and thofe that counterfeit ft: And cons 
cludeth all with the skill requisite to difcover fuch as are in¬ 
fected with the Lues Venerea , and ftudy to palliate it with fome 
other Difeafe; and thofe alfo to whom Poifon hath been 
given fecretly. 


IV, §VADR/PA'FJJTVM BOTANICVM Simonis Pauli 
Medici Rogii in Dania Argentorati in 4 0 . 

y y Avingbeen lately queftioned by fome confiderable men 
Cl (one of whom ts a Learned Phyfitian of London,) why 
no notice had been taken in thefe Tracis of this Uleful piece, 
we thought good, (alLdging, for the excnfeofour tardinefs 
herein, this Book’s efcaping our view hitherto.) to give the 
enfur g accompt of it. 

The Learned Author then underraketh in it to describe 
chiefly the Ufes and Virtues of thofe Simples or Plants,which 
growing in Europe , are by long Experience approved of5 
treating more particularly of thofe, that grow in Denmark^ and 
2V<v»ay,which are the Countries,he is in a more efpecial man¬ 
ner related to* 
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This Defcription he performeth in fuch a Method, that 
he reduceth the faid Plants to Four Clafjes Alphabetically, 
according to the Four Seafons of the year wherein they 
grow or are in flower } that fo the Curious Botanift and 
others may know, when fuch and fuch’Plants are to be 
had and gather’d for ufe, This he doth, beginning from 
the Winter-plants , and thence proceeding to the 
Vernal and iEftival , and concluding with the Autum* 
ual. 

He iuferts in many places divers Remedies and ufcful 
Advices for Health : In the doing of wh ch, and fhew- 
ing himfelf very particularly concern'd for the cure of 
the Taber -Anglica , (the Conf-umption,) fo much reigning in 
England , he employcth more than one page in recom¬ 
mending to the Engliftj Nation (for whom no expreffeth a 
Angular efteem ) that Plant, which the Latins call Cheli - 
domum majus vulgare, the greater Celandine , as an approved 
median and no lefs than a Specifick to cure that D if cafe, 
after the ufe of Antimonial Emeticks ; teaching withal!, 
that it-is to be prepar’d and ufed , for that purpofe, in its 
Tindture , together with the Trifolmm fibrinum Taber n£- 
mntani ; and exhorting alfo diligent Anatomifts, to open 
and well to examine the Liver and other vifeera of fuch , 
as dye of this ficknefs, being himfelf altogether perfuaded, 
shat thofe are the Parts, which are primarily and by idio- 
pathy affedted in a Conlumption , and the Lungs not other- 
wife than fecondarily and by c enfant ; Where he alfo taketh 
notice, that one of the main caules of the frequency of 
this Difeafeamong the Eng’ifli is, their eating abundance 
of fugar and other fweet things, which, in his opinion, do 
caule a great Obftrudtion in the Liver and other Entrals, 
(the or igin of Confumptions :) which by the afore faid Plants 
is powerfully refolved and opened. See him p» 47. 
to 49* 

Further , atnongft many other Advices, this Author ob- 
ferveth , that there is hardly any thing more infalubrious, 
than to eat frefnly gather’d Fruit, efpecially if they were 
expofed to the San • efteeming, that the impreffion, made 
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by the San and the fruit, not being yet diffipated, caufeth 
fuclv a fermentation in the blond , as is infeparable from at 
Fever. 

For the cure of a Tertian lie advifeth the Patient 
to take four or five drops of Fofe-mary Oyl in Carduus he - 
nedtftus and Fumiterry water, and to fweat upon it, the 
body having, been before prepar’d by general Medi¬ 
ans, 8c c. 

He omits not, upon occafion to interfperfe very curious 
remarks 5 as that the Herb, called Gramen Ojfifragum , hath 
this property, that, if any Animal do eat of it, the nerves 
and tendons will be fo relaxed, that it lhall hardly be able 
to ftir, but be as if its loins were broken : for which he 
thinks this reafon may be given, that poffibly in thofe places, 
where this Plant grows, there are Mines of Quickfilver or 
Lead, whence it may derive this quality fo hoftile to the 
nerves. There is another particular, among many others, 
which we cannot leave un-mentioned , vi^. That, whereas 
common Chymiffs make Sulphur to be the principal Caufe 
of the Colour in Mixts, he rather aferibeth it to Salt k (as he 
alfo doth Taft and Smell 5 ) For the proof of which he 
alledgeth divers reafons, which he confirms by this Ex¬ 
perience ; That, to make Black Horfes become of a Dapple- 
gray, you need only give them for fome days in the 
Spring a handful or tv/o of fmall Oak buttons mingled 
with their Oats : And this change of Colour he at¬ 
tributes to the Vitriol abounding in Oak , and which 
caufeth that cracking noife, which is made by that wood 
when put in the fire. 

To all which I mu ft add what lie noteth concerning the 
Inteftin called C<ecnm , the Ufe of which is fo much"con¬ 
troverted amongft Anatomifts, but difeover’d by this Au¬ 
thor to be, that as the Bladder of Gall is the receptacle of 
the Gall, fo this Ccecum is the receiver of the Flatus or 
windsand that thence it is, that commonly ’tis found 
empty or only fome clear water in it, which the winds 
have been turn'd into : Adding , that Nature hath made 
this Inteftin larger in Hoggs, Birds of prey,and other Beafts, 
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which by reafon of their voracity are more fubjed to cru¬ 
dities, and therefore to winds 5 8<c. 

He annexes to the whole levcral Appendixes; whereof 
one contains the Do[es of the received Emeticks and Purga¬ 
tives both fimple and compound j Another exfpatiateth into 
the praifes of Hippocrates: The third confiders the fevcral 
Duties of Phyfitians, Apothecaries and Chirurgions : The 
fourth and laft delivers a Method of making a good Herbal]*
